Sometimes I growl, shake myself and spatter a few red drops for history to 
remember* Then-I forget. 

When I, the People learn to remember, when I, the People, use the lessons of 

yesterday and no longer forget who robbed me last year, who played me 
for a fool,-then there will be no speaker in all the world say the 
name; ‘‘The People , 55 with any fleck of a sneer in his voice 
or any far-off smile of derision. 

The mob-the crowd-the mass-will arrive then. 
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The land was ours before we were the land’s. 
She was our land more than a hundred years 
Before we were her people. She was ours 
In Massachusetts, in Virginia; 

But we were England's, still colonials, 
Possessing what we still were unpossessed by, 
Possessed by what we now no more possessed. 
Something we were withholding made us weak 
Until we found out that it was ourselves 
We were withholding from our land of living, 
And forthwith found salvation in surrender. 

Such as we were we gave ourselves outright 
(The deed of gift was many deeds of war) 

To the land vaguely realizing westward. 

But still unstoried, artless, unenhanced, 

Such as she was, such as she would become.

AFROTC 




TWO COMMISSIONING PROGRAMS are available 
for college students through Air Force ROTC, Enter¬ 
ing freshmen may enroll in the AFROTC four-year 
program and students with at least two years of 
undergraduate or graduate work remaining may 
apply for the two-year program. Since 1970, women 
have also been able to earn Air Force commissions 
through AFROTC. 

AIR FORCE ROTC college scholarships are avail¬ 
able to qualified cadets in both the two-and four- 
year AFROTC programs. Each scholarship provides 
full tuition, laboratory expenses, incidental fees and 
a $75 annual allowance for textbooks. In addition 
scholarship cadets also receive a monthly non- 
taxable subsistence allowance of $100.
